Whereas Rinderpest, Cattle Plague or Peste Rovine, a contagious disease 
of bovines, lias occurred at ARSUZ near Alexandrette in Syria: it is hereby 
notified that the importation of all classes of livestock, hulls, oxen, cows, calves, 
sheep, goats, etc. from ports in Asia Minor and Syria is prohibited until further 
notice, under powers conferred by the Animals (Export and Import) Ordinance, 
1920, Article 2.
